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For  the  information  of  those  into  whose  hands  this  Report  may  fall,  it  may 
be  stated  that  the  National  Temperance  Hospital  was  founded  in  1873  for 
the  Medical  and  Surgical  treatment  of  the  sick  without  recourse  to  the  ordinary 
administration  of  alcohol.  It  was,  at  the  same  time,  provided  that  the  Medical 
Staff  should  be  at  liberty  to  administer  alcohol  when  they  deemed  it  needful, 
every  such  case  to  be  recorded,  and  published  in  the  succeeding  Annual  Report. 
During  the  seventy-four  years  of  the  Hospital’s  existence  there  have  been  251 
such  cases  in  a  total  of  81,156  In-patients.* 

As  a  General  Hospital,  this  Institution  has  a  strong  claim  upon  all 
benevolent  persons,  while  its  distinctive  principle  serves  as  a  protection  from  those 
perils  which  attend  the  administration  of  alcohol,  even  for  Medicinal  objects.

The  Board  have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  the  Governors  the  FORE- 
74111  Annual  Report,  together  with  the  audited  Statement  of  WORD. 
Accounts  and  Balance  Sheet  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1946. 

In  spite  of  the  extraordinary  difficulties  experienced  throughout 
the  year,  consequent  partly  upon  the  continuing  restrictions 
affecting  both  patients  and  staff,  and  also  the  carrying-out  of  war- 
damage  repairs,  which  has  made  ordinary  routine  work  very  trying 
to  all  concerned,  much  good  work  has  been  accomplished.  These 
difficulties  have  been  bravely  met  by  the  Medical,  Nursing  and 
Domestic  Staffs,  who  have  dealt  with  the  situation  with  much 
patience  and  good  humour. 

The  closing  of  further  beds  consequent  upon  the  serious  WORK, 
shortage  of  nursing  and  domestic  staffs  (in  common  with  the 
majority  of  Hospitals)  have  rendered  the  task  of  dealing  with  an 
increasing  demand  upon  the  available  beds  a  particularly  heavy 
one  for  those  responsible. 

With  a  total  available  bed  accommodation  of  94  out  of  a  pre-  In-Patients 
war  complement  of  158,  an  average  of  77  beds  were  occupied 
daily  throughout  the  year,  the  numbers  treated  to  a  conclusion 
being  1,396  against  1,329  the  previous  year.  These  were  allocated

The  limited  number  of  pay  beds  available  have  been  in  constant  Private 
demand  throughout  the  year,  266  cases  having  been  admitted.  Wing. 

Owing  to  the  aforesaid  .  difficulties  it  has  not  been  possible 
to  open  further  of  these  private  beds  during  the  year,  and  many 
cases  have  had  to  be  refused  admission.  This  position  has  now 
been  remedied  to  a  large  extent,  however,  further  beds  having 
recently  been  opened  on  the  third  floor,  some  of  the  Nursing  Staff 
being  transferred  to  their  proper  quarters  in  the  Main  Building. 

Reinstatement  of  the  damage  to  the  buildings,  sustained  WAR- 
during  the  war  period,  was  commenced  in  July.  This  has  DAMAGE 
necessarily  had  to  be  carried  out  under  very  difficult  circumstances  REPAIRS, 
owing  to  the  proximity  of  the  parts  of  the  building  affected  to  the 
wards  and  other  vital  departments.  It  had  been  anticipated  that 
the  new  lift  and  staircase  would  have  been  completed  before  the 
end  of  the  year,  thus  enabling  the  upper  wards  to  be  brought  into 
use.  Unfortunately,  although  definite  progress  was  made  by 
December,  it  will  not  be  possible  to  complete  this  work  and  thug 
release  these  wards  for  general  use  for  some  months,

During  the  past  year,  Mr.  D.  C.  Cadman,  M.C.S.,  has  been  Chiropodist, 
appointed  Chiropodist  for  one  session  per  week,  which  has  proved 
very  helpful  to  those  needing  this  treatment. 


A  very  considerable  obstacle  in  keeping  the  wards  functioning  Nursing 
efficiently  and  to  capacity  has  been  the  shortage  of  both  senior  Staff, 
and  junior  Nurses.  At  times  this  position  became  acute,  but  had 
considerably  improved  by  the  end  of  the  year.  Trainees  entering 
the  Preliminary  Training  School  during  the  year  numbered  20. 

This  was  an  improvement  on  the  previous  year,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  further  places  may  be  allocated  to  this  Hospital  at  the  School 
to  enable  more  candidates  to  be  admitted,  and  thus  assist  in  building 
up  the  number  of  Student  Nurses  sufficient  for  our  needs. 

The  increases  in  the  salaries  made  under  the  Rushcliffe  Scheme, 
do  not  as  yet  appear  to  have  greatly  stimulated  or  attracted 
sufficient  numbers  to  the  Profession,  but  an  improvement  has 
undoubtedly  set  in. 

The  comfort  of  the  Nursing  Staff  has  always  been  regarded 
as  of  great  importance,  and  every  endeavour  to  this  end  is  being 
made.  It  is  hoped  that  further  improvements  in  this  respect 
may  be  possible  on  completion  of  the  war-damage  repairs. 

The  resignations  of  Sister  M.  Brogan,  for  many  years  in  charge 
of  the  Physiotherapy  Department,  and  Sister  L.  Strecker,  in  charge 
of  the  Private  Wing,  have  to  be  recorded.  Miss  D.  M.  Laight  has 
been  appointed  to  fill  the  post  left  vacant  by  Miss  Strecker’s 
resignation,  and  Miss  M.  Auty  takes  charge  of  the  Physiotherapy 
Department. 

An  alteration  in  the  Visiting  Hours,  enabling  the  public  to  Visiting 
attend  daily  for  half-an-hour  each  evening,  in  addition  to  Sundays  Hours, 
and  Wednesdays,  has  proved  very  satisfactory,  and  is  appreciated 
by  patients  and  their  friends  alike. 

The  Board  wish  to  record  their  deep  gratitude  to  all  subscribers  INCOME 
and  donors  for  their  continued  loyalty  and  devotion  in  helping  AND 
to  maintain  the  work  of  this  Hospital  during  the  year.  It  is  EXPENDI- 
satisfactory  to  report  that  the  voluntary  gifts  under  this  heading  TURE 
have  largely  been  maintained,  only  a  slight  decrease  from  this 
source  as  compared  with  the  previous  year  having  occurred.

The  comfort  and  happiness  of  the  patients  has  been  greatly 
enhanced  by  the  many  acceptable  and  useful  gifts  of  fruit,  vegetables 
and  other  commodities  received  from  various  sources  (some  from 
Overseas)  during  the  year.  The  Board  wish  to  record  their  deep 
appreciation  to  all  who  so  kindly  gave  this  welcome  help. 

The  Board  desire  to  offer  their  cordial  appreciation  and  thanks 
for  the  valued  help  rendered  by  the  King  Edward  Hospital  Fund 
for  London  in  the  grant  of  £3,500  to  the  General  Fund  and  £500 
towards  the  debt  on  the  Orphanage  Annexe,  also  to  the  Metro- 
politian  Hospital  Sunday  Fund  for  the  grant  of  £540. 

During  the  year  an  inspection  of  the  Hospital  and  its  various 
departments  was  made  by  Mr.  Charles  B.  Goulden,  O.B.E.,  F.R.C.S., 
and  Mr.  Astley  A.  Vigers,  on  behalf  of  the  King’s  Fund,  when  the 
wards  and  departments  were  visited  and  examined  throughout.

The  Board  acknowledge  with  gratitude  the  sum  of  £1,422 
received  during  the  year  under  this  heading,  and  desire  to  express 
their  grateful  thanks  to  the  Executors  of  those  who  generously 
remembered  the  Hospital  in  their  Wills. 
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There  has  been  a  considerable  increase  in  the  total  expenditure  EXPENDI- 
compared  with  the  previous  year.  This  is  consequent  chiefly  TURE. 
upon  salary  increments  granted  to  the  members  of  the  various 
staffs,  passed  by  the  Board  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Joint 
Negotiating  Committee  (Hospital  Staffs),  the  Rushcliffe  Committee 
and  the  British  Hospitals  Association,  whose  scale-rates  have  been 
adopted,  and  to  a  number  of  additions  to  the  departmental  staffs 
made  during  the  year  to  enable  the  various  departments,  depleted 
or  closed  during  the  war,  to  function  more  efficiently. 

A  proportion  of  the  new  X-Ray  equipment  for  the  Diagnostic  X-Ray 
and  Radiotherapy  Sections,  ordered  in  1945,  was  delivered  during  Department, 
the  year,  which  has  largely  increased  the  average  expenditure 
under  “  Establishment  ”  charges. 

The  costs  of  various  commodities  have  also  increased 
considerably  throughout.  These,  together  with  the  larger  number 
of  patients  treated  and  resident  during  the  year,  are  the  main 
factors  in  the  considerable  rise  in  the  annual  maintenance  costs. 

The  statistical  tables,  published  for  the  first  time  since  1938,  Cost  per  bed. 
will  be  found  on  page  23.  Consideration  should  be  given  to  the 
relatively  low  number  of  patients  resident  consequent  upon  the 
prevailing  conditions  due  to  closed  wards  and  shortage  of  staff, 
and  the  heavy  overhead  expenses  which  have  largely  increased 
throughout. 

Advantage  was  taken,  early  in  the  year,  to  acquire  the  freehold  Purchase  of 
property  on  the  main  road,  adjoining  the  Hospital,  hitherto  known  St.  Pancras 
as  the  St.  Pancras  Female  Orphanage,  which  the  Hospital  was  Orphanage, 
given  the  option  of  purchasing  at  a  reasonable  figure,  by  the  Trustees, 
who  had  secured  more  suitable  premises  elsewhere.  Although 
occupation  of  the  whole  building  will  not  be  possible  for  some  time, 
a  compromise  has  been  arranged  with  the  present  occupiers,  the 
St.  Pancras  Day  Nursery,  whereby  the  lower  floors  of  the  building 
can  be  utilised  by  the  Hospital,  giving  much-needed  additional 
accommodation. 

It  is  intended  that  temporary  cubicles  shall  be  erected  in  this 
building  for  Domestic  Staff  sleeping  accommodation,  to  make 
way  for  the  required  additional  Nursing  Staff  rooms  in  the  Main 
Building.  When  the  whole  of  the  newly  acquired  premises  are 
available,  the  several  spacious  rooms  will  provide  valuable 
accommodation  for  both  patients  and  staff. 

Consequent  upon  the  purchase  of  the  above  premises,  it  was  Sale  of 
considered  advisable,  for  financial  and  other  reasons,  to  accept  Cardington 
an  offer  from  Messrs.  McCorquodale  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  to  enable  them  st.  Property, 
to  re-purchase  the  property  acquired  from  them  by  the  Hospital 
in  1939,  on  the  site  of  which  it  was  intended  to  erect  a  Maternity 
Wing  when  a  suitable  opportunity  arose.  Owing  to  the  manifold 
difficulties  which  have  since  arisen,  rendering  the  erection  of  the 
suggested  new  Wing  very  remote,  and  in  view  of  the  substantial 
offer  received,  the  Board  felt  justified  in  taking  this  decision. 

It  is  with  much  regret  the  Board  have  to  record  the  death  Obituary, 
in  May,  of  Sir  H.  Percy  Shepherd,  C.C.  The  deep  interest  he 
evinced  in  the  welfare  of  the  Hospital,  more  especially  in  connection  Sir  H.  Percy 
with  the  erection  of  the  Insull  Wing,  when  substantial  sums  were  Shepherd, 
provided  from  the  William  Shepherd  Estate,  was  deeply  appreciated. 

Elected  President  in  March,  1928,  he  held  this  office  until  1940, 
when  he  felt  unable  to  continue  consequent  upon  his  many 
commitments.  He  was  elected  President  Emeritus  in  1940,  which 
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position  he  held  until  his  death.  His  kindly  action  in  directing 
a  proportion  of  the  residue  of  his  Estate  to  this  Hospital  after 
the  death  of  his  wife,  is  deeply  appreciated. 

The  death  of  Mr.  H.  Ernest  Wood,  J.P.,  in  August,  is  also 
recorded  with  sincere  regret.  Elected  to  the  Board  in  1903,  he 
was  for  30  years  a  valued  member  of  the  Board,  serving  as  Vice- 
Chairman  from  1920  to  the  date  of  his  retirement  in  1933,  when 
he  was  elected  Vice-President. 

The  Board  also  have  to  report  the  death  of  Lady  Thomas. 
The  wife  of  Sir  John  Thomas,  a  late  member  of  the  Board,  Lady 
Thomas  was  elected  a  member  in  1921  and  a  Vice-President  in 
1926. 


The  coming  into  force  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  and 
the  taking  over  by  the  Government  of  all  Voluntary  Hospitals  on 
the  “  Appointed  Day  ”  will  need  no  explanation.  The  Board  desire 
to  make  it  clear,  however,  to  all  subscribers  and  donors  that  the 
Minister  of  Health  has  urged  all  those  who  possibly  can  to  continue 
their  charitable  gifts,  which  support  will  be  so  greatly  needed  during 
the  forthcoming  year. 

In  view  of  the  special  nature  of  this  Hospital’s  foundation, 
its  pioneer  work,  together  with  its  good  record  for  74  years  (when 
over  80,000  in-patients  of  every  creed  and  colour  have  been  treated 
“  without  recourse  to  the  ordinary  administration  of  alcohol  ”), 
has  fully  justified  the  confidence  of  its  Founders  and  supporters. 

The  statement  of  the  Minister,  that  due  regard  will  be  had 
to  this  record  when  the  position  of  the  Hospital  is  under  consideration, 
and  also  his  declaration  that  the  charitably  minded  are  asked 
to  come  forward  as  in  the  past,  gives  the  Board  greater  hope  and 
reason  for  asking  all  supporters  to  continue  their  good  work.  It 
is  their  earnest  desire  that  the  spirit  of  voluntary  service,  therefore, 
shall,  so  far  as  is  possible,  go  hand-in-hand  with  the  new  Service, 
and  that  the  public  may  be  encouraged  to  continue  their  practical 
interest,  and  after  the  “  Appointed  Day  ”  to  allocate  their  gifts 
towards  special  requirements  as  indicated  by  the  Minister. 

The  transfer  of  Miss  R.  A.  Brown,  B.Com.,  from  the  Appeal 
Department  to  fill  the  post  of  Accountant  on  the  resignation  of 
Miss  C.  M.  A.  Tarran,  should  be  recorded.  The  work  carried  out 
so  efficiently  by  Miss  Brown  for  many  years  in  organising  the 
difficult  task  of  raising  funds  from  voluntary  sources,  is  being 
undertaken  by  Miss  Betty  Miller,  who  took  up  her  duties  in  August. 

The  Catering  Committee,  which  was  formed  early  in  the  year, 
has  met  at  regular  intervals,  and  has  undertaken  much  good  work 
in  dealing  with  the  general  supervision  of  the  Catering  Department. 

In  order  to  comply  with  the  recommendation  of  the  King’s 
Fund,  it  has  been  decided  to  appoint  a  Catering  Officer,  and  also 
a  Domestic  Supervisor,  Miss  N.  Barber,  previously  Housekeeper, 
and  Miss  Myatt  having  been  appointed  to  those  posts  respectively. 
The  appointments  have  already  proved  their  usefulness  in  making 
for  general  efficiency  in  their  departments. 

The  resignations  of  Lady  Stanier  and  Lady  Cassidy  from  their 
duties  as  Librarians  after  many  years  of  much-appreciated  service, 
have  to  be  reported  with  sincere  regret.  In  expressing  to  these 
ladies  the  deepest  thanks  for  their  kindness  in  undertaking  this 
valued  work,  which  has  given  so  much  pleasure  to  patients  and 
staff  for  many  years,  the  Board  are  pleased  to  record  that  the  work, 
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organised  under  the  auspices  of  the  British  Red  Cross  Society, 
continues  and  is  now  being  undertaken  by  Miss  M.  E.  Seabrook, 
to  whom  they  are  much  indebted. 

The  patients  have  received  much  comfort  from  the  ministrations  Honorary 
carried  out  regularly  on  Wednesdays  by  the  Highgate  Baptist  Workers. 
Church  Mission. 

They  also  have  to  thank  Mr.  C.  Howard  for  the  great  help 
he  has  rendered  in  organising  entertainments  for  the  benefit  of 
the  patients  and  staff. 

The  Board  desire  to  extend  their  cordial  thanks  to  all  those 
who  have  so  willingly  assisted  in  various  other  ways  in  contributing 
towards  the  welfare  of  the  patients  and  staff. 

While  the  future  destiny  of  the  Hospital  cannot  be  predicted  Conclusion 
with  any  degree  of  certainty,  it  is  the  Board’s  earnest  intention  an(j 
that,  so  far  as  is  practicably  possible,  every  department  will  be  Thanks, 
brought  to  a  high  degree  of  efficiency  during  the  current  year, 

1947  (the  75th,  and  possibly  the  last  complete  year  it  will  function 
as  an  independent  voluntary  institution).  Great  efforts  are  there¬ 
fore  being  directed  to  this  end,  with  the  object  of  transferring 
to  the  Health  Authorities  on  the  “  Appointed  Day  ”  a  Hospital 
fully  equipped  and  efficient  in  every  respect. 

Despite  the  many  difficulties  which  have  hitherto  prevailed, 
and  uncertain  as  the  future  may  appear,  the  Board  are  confident 
that  conditions  will  gradually  improve,  and  that  better  prospects 
lie  ahead. 

It  is  in  this  spirit  that  the  good  work  will  be  continued  during 
1947,  and  with  the  assistance  of  the  many  friends  and  supporters 
of  this  Institution,  whom  it  is  hoped  will  continue  their  interest 
in  its  welfare,  it  is  felt  that  these  efforts  will  assuredly  be  blessed 
with  the  success  they  so  richly  deserve.

RULE  LXII.— EXCEPTIONAL  CASES. 

“As  a  special  object  of  the  Association  is  to  discourage  in 
the  treatment  of  diseases  the  employment  of  alcohol,  and  to 
collect  and  furnish  trustworthy  evidence  of  the  results  of  its  disuse, 
it  shall  be  incumbent  on  the  prescribing  Medical  Officer,  in  any  case 
where  alcohol  in  any  form  is  ordered  for  a  patient,  to  enter  in  a  book 
kept  for  that  purpose  the  full  particulars  of  the  prescription,  including 
the  time,  quantity,  and  reasons  of  its  administration.  The  effect  of 
the  dose  also  shall  subsequently  be  noted.  A  record  of  all  such  cases 
in  each  year  shall  be  included  in  the  following  Annual  Report.”

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ALMONER’S  REPORT  FOR  1946. 


1946  was  a  year  of  steady  progress.  Towards  the  end  of  1945  a  trained 
Assistant  Almoner  was  appointed,  and  with  her  help  it  has  been  possible  to  build 
up  a  really  satisfactory  department.  The  most  important  result  has  been  that 
we  have  had  more  time  to  spend  on  individual  cases — an  essential  feature  of 
satisfactory  social  work.  At  the  same  time  the  number  of  cases  dealt  with  show 
a  steady  increase,  though  this  is  less  important  than  the  improvement  in  the 
quality  of  the  work. 

A  few  figures,  though  never  satisfactory,  will  give  some  illustration  of  progress. 
In  1945  Samaritan  Fund  Bank  Deposits  amounted  to  just  over  £500.  In  1946 
this  had  increased  to  over  £1,000,  while  cheques  drawn  showed  a  similar  increase. 

It  is  hoped  that  in  this  coming  year  an  enclosure  in  the  out-patient  hall  will 
be  allotted  to  out-patient  notes.  This  had  to  be  postponed  last  year,  but  is 
badly  needed.  More  privacy  is  essential  if  the  Almoners  are  to  do  really 
satisfactory  work. 

Appointments  continue  to  function  well  on  the  whole,  and  since  March,  1946, 
have  been  in  full  swing.  Attendance  of  out-patients  for  the  year  showed  a 
marked  increase,  and  were  25  per  cent,  higher  than  in  1945. 

Financially  it  was  a  good  year.  Contributions  from  both  patients  and 
contributing  societies  to  the  general  fund  were  excellent. 

Certain  difficulties  have  had  to  be  overcome.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year 
my  senior  clerk  left  to  take  up  another  post,  and  the  appointment’s  clerk  went 
to  another  department.  A  junior  was  promoted  to  the  senior  position,  and 
two  other  junior  clerks  were  appointed.  Although  it  is  hoped  that  all  will  now 
go  well,  the  change-over  has  resulted  in  some  dislocation  of  work. 

In  May,  1946,  a  Jumble  Sale  was  held  in  aid  of  the  Samaritan  Fund  and  over 
£45  was  raised.  I  should  like  to  thank  all  those  members  of  the  Hospital  Staff, 
including  my  own,  who  worked  so  hard  to  make  it  a  success.  It  is  hoped  to 
hold  another  sale  in  May  and  gifts  in  kind  and  cash  will  be  much  appreciated. 
Funds  are  still  badly  needed,  and  any  gift  however  small  will  be  most  gratefully 
received.
